Seats had been arranged for our par- 


ty out on tlie spacious lawn, where a 
trench had been dug silicon feet long, 
sir feet wide aud four feet deep.

One I* nnisii'. pnnk-nlar]) 
piano playiuu'. 


"Have yon ever noticed." said ho. 


"that the pianist's head as he ?,its up. 
right at tlie pinno Is generally almost 
three feet from the inusleJ lie reads 
at lung range. This of Itself Is bad, 
Involving ns It does a'conliuunl str.iin 
upon tiie «.yi'S. If tbo pinnlst only sat i 
still, however, the case would not lie 
fo Lad, but very few do. In executing 
dlflicnit luissiiiics or extended scales 
they swny h'rst to one side, then !o 
tbe oilier, sometimes a font in each 
direction, lean back six Inches, then 
toward the music, nil the time keeping 
tlieir eyes fixed upon flic notes, and 
during all the changes of distance ai:d 
direction llie delicate mechanism of tin- 
eye Is constantly seeking lo adjust It- 
self to flic distance so as to obtain the 
clearest possible image of the uotes. 
Tlio result Is, of course, an overstrain, 
and It is a common thing wheu the 
practice hour Is over to see the mu- 
iiciaii rub ids eyes and lo hear him re- 
mark that music Is bad for tlie eyes, 
anyhow. It Is not good, Indeed, for, 
although In ordinary piano sheet music 
tbe notes are large enough, the signs 
of expression are often so small as to 
cause an effort to see lliein properly, 
aud, besides, much piano playing, par- 
ticularly 'of tin; standard classics, Is 
done from small size editions, which 
are to be had at much clioajier rates 
thnn sheet music.

"Shorthand 
work and 
typewriting

as music. 
Most stenographers wrlle 


with a medium pencil and In small 
characters. The dots nnd dashes nre 
finis hard to decipher and themselves 
siralii Ihe c.vt-s. Tlien comes the Irnu- 
scr'ptlnn, which is worse. 
If stenog- 


riiiilieis would only loam to use a type- 
writer as :i pianist does Hie keyboard— 
that. Is. lo write without looking at HID 
keys—llie eye strnln would not lie so 
severe, but very few of them acquire 
this degree of confidence nnd proliclen-. 
cy, so the focus of tlio eye Is always 
changing, first reading the notes, then 
dancing back and forth over the keys, 
then looking at the tyiwwrillen page 
and repenting these processes all day 
long unit! the wonder Is not Ibat their 
eyes arc bad, but Unit Ihey don't go 
stone blind, 
if pianists would learn 


to sit still while they nre playing nnd 
stenogrnpliers would acquire the art of 
using a typewriter without looking at 
the k'eys. the demands on the time of 
the oculist nnd flic services of tbe op- 
tician'would he lessened very materi- 
ally, but as It Is these two classes are 
a groat help boih to the specialists and 
to Hie man that makes spectacles, fur- 
nUhlng more business tljan any one 
would suppose who Is not in the pro- 
fession."—K(.

Kor 
wlih her this is nut a new charitable, 
occupation of the Lenten season, nor 
the passing and forced duty of a great 
lady of Ihe lund, but a life work Iu car- 
rying out which she hopes to solve oue 
of London's imiiiy social problems.
